reduced by the gross amount of pension or employers contribution to the Contributory Provident 
Fund or any other form of retirement benefit, if any, drawn or to be drawn by him. 

4. Dearness allowance and city compensatory allowance- The Presiding Officer of a 
Tribunal shall be entitled to draw dearness allowance and city compensatory allowance at the 
rate admissible to Group ‘A’ officer of the Central Government drawing an equivalent pay. 

5. Leave - The Presiding Officer of a Tribunal shall be governed in matters relating to his 
rights in respect of leave by the Central Civil Services (Leave) Rules, 1972. 

6. Leave sanctioning authority - The President of India shall be the Competent Leave 
Sanctioning authority to the Presiding Officer of such Tribunal. 

7. Pension and Provident Fund - (1) The rules made by the Central Government to regulate 
the salary, allowances, Provident Fund and other conditions of service of an officer of the 

HViS'qi Joj-X- 
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Central Government in the scale of pay of a Presiding Officer shall be applicable to the Presiding 
Officer as they apply to such officer of the Central Government. 

(2) In case a serving Judge or an officer of the Central Government or State 
Government is appointed on the post of Presiding Officer, the service rendered by him as such 
Judge or officer, as the case may be, shall be counted for the purposes of his pension, gratuity 
and other retirement benefits and in case he was entitled for the benefit of added years of service 
as such Judge or officer under the rules applicable to him, he shall also be entitled for such 
benefit on his appointment as a Presiding Officer. 

8. Travelling allowances- The Presiding Officer of a Tribunal while on tour or on transfer 
(including the journey undertaken to join the Tribunal or on the expiry of his term with the

2. Definitions-In these rules, unless the context otherwise requires; 

(a) “Act” means the Control of National Highways (Land and Traffic) Act, 2002 
(13 of 2003); 
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(b) all other words and expressions used and not defined in these rules but defined in 


the Act shall have the meanings respectively assigned to them in the Act. 

CHAPTER II 

SALARIES, ALLOWANCES AND OTHER CONDITIONS OF SERVICE OF THE OFFICERS 
AND EMPLOYEES OF THE NATIONAL HIGHWAY TRIBUNAL 

3. Salary of the Officers and Employees of the Tribunal- The categories of officers and 
employees of a Tribunal and the scales of pay thereof shall be as specified in the Schedule 
appended to these rules. 

4. Conditions of service- The conditions of service of the officers and other employees of ' 
the Tribunal in the matter of pay, allowances, leave, joining time, joining time pay, provident fund, 
age of superannuation, pension and retirement benefits, residential accommodation from the 
General Pool, medical attendance facilities, conduct, disciplinary matters and other conditions of 
service shall be regulated in accordance with such other rules and regulations as are, from time to 
time, applicable to officers and employees of the Central Government belonging to Group ‘A’, 
Group ‘B\ Group ‘C’ and Group ‘D’, as the case may be, and drawing the corresponding scales of
